German forces are holding their own in 
the Carpathians and in Eastern Galicia. 


Petrpgrad, Içss reticent, announces a 
repulse of German attacks in north 
Poland with heavy losses. As a result 
of the desperate fighting of the iiast few 
days the Russian general staff claims to 
have forced back the Germans along a 
front of 35 miles in the Priasnysz re- 
gioñ. 


The impression is growing in Encland 
that the German advance in East Prus- 
sia is 
due

to

economic motives and that consequently 
it is without great strategic effect On the 
eastern campaign as a whole. 


In the west the French continue to 
claim advances in the Champagne rl^- 
trict, with quiet prevailing along the

The ship building strike is causing 
some concern in London, but the prompt 
action of the cfovernment in ordering the 
resumption of work durine arbitration 
is expected to settle the dispute.

Miss Tilliç Wagner Writes 
Note and Then Sends 
Bullet Tlirough Head. 


Leaving a note in which she declares 
she was disgusted with life, Tillie Wag- 
ner, 23 years old, shot herself through 
the head with a .2 2-calibre revolver, late 
Friday afternoon at the tome of her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Fred Wagner, 600 
Walton avenue. 


The act was done while Mrs. Wagner 
was gone, soine time during the after- 
noon, and the girl's dead body waa not 
found until the mother's return. 


The aged mother upon entering the 
room where the girl had ended her life 
thought she was attempting to tease 
her. 
She lay in bed apparently asleep, 
with her head in such a manner as to 
hide the blood that flowed from the 
wound the bullet had made over her 
right eye 
and which, it is believed, 
caused instantaneous death. 
Going to 
her daughter's bedside the mother shook 
her several times, telling her that she 
could not fool her. 
But there was no 
ifesponse 
and 
further 
investigation 
showed the pool of blood and Mrs. Wag- 
ner then realized what had happened. 
She rushed out of the house to the 
nearest telephone to call the coroner. 
Nothing in the room was touched until 
Coroner E. H. KruSe had arrived at the 
home. 


Disgusted With Life, 
At thé side of the dead girl's bed on 
a chair were> found a bank book and 
the following note addressed to her 
mother, but 
which was not 
signed: 
"Dear Mother: Was dis^ted with life 
and this is the Only thing I could do. 
Don't think mean of me. Just bury me 
frith as little expense as possible. Don't 
buy itty flowers for me for I don't de- 
Serve them. 
Forget me soon.. 
A^k 
Fern to seléct my pallbearers and they 
shall be girls." 


She refers tó Fern Piepenbrink, one of 
her moat intimate friends.

She was dressed in 
night attire with her kimono on, whil* 
the béd clothing Was neatljr sj>rc*d ovct 
her body.

Mr. Gary and the Critics. 


In tlie course of an address at Pittsburg, Elbert H. 
0ary, chairman of the United States Steel corporation, 
idiscussed recent criticisms of corporation methods and 
!declared that the ''investigation" by incompetents had 
resulted in a decade of abuse and slander that has mili- 
tated against both business advance and public confidence 
}n the integrity of the business world. 


Admittedly, there is much truth in Mr. Gary's conten- 
tion. This is, as he says,'' an epoch of indiscriminate criti- 
cism." The muck-raker has been having his greatest era, 
and while unwarranted attack and incompetence in inves- 
tigation is to be deplored, Mr. Gary is fair enough to ad- 
mit that not all business has been above it, and that devel- 
opments in many cases have fully w^arranted. 
The 
lamentable phase of the situation is not that there has 
been investigation, but that so much of it has been by 
those who are either incompetent to investigate or so 
bitterly, biased as to be unable to reach fair judgment. 
Out of it all, however, should finally come that happy me- 
dium in which there will result a higher standard of busi- 
ness ethics and business practice and a saner pubUc 
julgment of both its own rights and the rights of business. 


Governor Ralston has told a committee of one hun- 
idred women representing women's clubs in practically 
all the larger cities of Indiana that they should bend their 
efforts by right of petition to having the limited su:ffrage 
bill reported out from the house committte which is now 
considering the measure passed by the senate. It is much 
to be hoped that this question wil be fairly met and that 
it will not be allowed to die because some of the legisla- 
tors are attempting to dodge an unequivocal stand out in 
the open on votes for Indiana women. The measure is 
¡fully as important to the state as are some others on 
which we are having public hearings. The v ictory of the 
bill's passage in the senate is too important to be lost by 
permitting the bill to lapse into eternal slumber in the 
jpigeon hole of the house committee. 


•Viscount James Bryce, former English ambassador 
lit Washjmgton, is out in an article in the London press 
in which he argues that the American course m maintain- 
ing its neutrality in the European war is absolutely just 
and fair to all the belligerents. Somehow it's a relief to 
'discover even one noted European authority who hasn't 
some complaint to offer regarding the attitude of Uncle 
Sam during these trying days. Mr. Bryce, moreover, is 
BO well informed on international law that his utterance 
is likely to have much weight in stilling the adverse criti- 
icism of others whose grasp of the situation is doubtless 
infinitely smaller and less statesmanlike than is that of 
the distinguished Englishman.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


(Indianapolis Star.) 


A total of OGO bills had been intro- 
duced in the two houses of the general 
assembly at the close of the Tuesday 
sessions. 
It is not likely that more 
than 15 to 20 per cent, of that number 
will be on the statute books of 
the 
state after the legislators l)ave complet- 
ed their work. 
The 80 to 85 per cent, 
of measures are so much dead Avood; 
serving to take up time and to add to 
legislative expense. 


Conditions in Indiana are n o t \ s bad 
as in some other states. 
'V^'c have a 
smaller percentage of bills tlian some 
other legislatures and a smaller num- 
ber this year than at some previous ses- 
sions. But there is room for much im- 
provement. 
At present three or four of 
every five bills introduced liave not suf- 
ficient merit to entitle them to a place 
on the legislative calendar. 
Many of 
them are bills introduced by request; 
the legislative sponsor very 
often not 
haying taken the time to find out what 
is in the bill he presents. 


So long as such tactics prevail we 
must expect waste of time and funds. 
The useless bills have to be disposed of 
in committee. 
Some receive scant con- 
sideration, but in the agf^regate tlioy 
consume much time that should be de- 
voted to important legislation. 
Dupli- 
cation of bills and the presentation of 
measure» destine<l to elaughter should 
be eliminate<l. 
It is important 
that 
member» should not be deprived of the 
right to advocate any proposal they see 
fit. 
For that reason ii committee 
or 
other censorship would be inadvisable. 
The remedy is with the individual mem- 
bers. 
They should turn a deaf ear tq 
requests M-hich they may he sure will 
re.sult in nothing except the clogging of 
l^islative business.

it to authorize an increase in order io 
enrn a reasonable return on the invest- 
ment and expense of 
operation.

desire. 
The right of civic and commercial or- 
ganizations giving information to the 
commission at hearings is also provided. 
Violation of any of the provisions Avould 
be made a misdemeanor punishable bv 
a fine of $25 to $100. 
Eepresentative 
\yaltz. of Evansville, in introducing the 
bill had his bill providing for the legis- 
lature to increase the fares withdrawn 
from record. 


Caucus Delays Senate. 


llie senate did not convene mitil after

One of the surprises of the session 
was the easy manner in which the Bal- 
lon bill, providing for the. election of 
judges on a non-partisan basis, passed 
the senate by a vote of 3.3 to 2. 


Other bills passed were Senator Katt- 
nian's bill re-enacting the present law 
Mith additional provisions for the in- 
spection of boilers and leaving out other 
provisions said to be unjust to the oper- 
ators of certain kinds of steam boilers 
and tlie Norman bill providing for the 
transfer of vocational education funds 
to special school plans. 


Provision for Armories. 


The finance committee in 
reporting 
the specific appropriations bill out for 
passage recommended that it be amend- 
ed as passed by the house to provide for 
the construction of an armory for the 
department of adjutant at a cost of 
¥20,000. the plans and location of which 
are to be subject to the approval of the 
governor. 
Senator VanAuken, chairman 
of the finance committee, said that the 
appropriation had been recommended in 
order to begin the movement for the 
erection of armories for all of the com- 
panies of the national guard. 
The plan 
is to build an armory every two years 
until each company 'is i)rovided quar- 
ters. 


'i'he Indiana state prison at Michigan 
City is allowed an 
additional- 
main- 
tenance fund of .$10,000 and specific ap- 
propriations for repairs amoimting to 
more than .$25,000 by the bill a« amend- 
ed by the finance committee of the «en- 
ate. 
It is also recommended that $6,-

cent, deadly. 


Cant.on has made more than 200 tests 
under all conditions and says that he 
ha.s never yet failed to score'a hit!

If the torpedo is anywhere near as 
eflitlent as is claimed, anyone of the 
present belligerents couM afford to give 
a fortune for it, bccause it ofTer.s ihe 
only weapon yet discovered against the 
submarine.

Canton declares his torpedo is good 
for ten miles, its gyroscope controlling 
it for eight miles and its clectrieal ma- 
chinery adding two oi* three more. Its 
rate of speed—forty knots an 
h o u r - 
is almost double that of tho lirst-lino 
battleships 
and greatly in 
excess of 
that of the fastest destroyera. 


In appearance it is hardly 
different 
from the ordinary torpedo now in use, 
except that it has two arms of nickel 
silver attached to caeh side, projecting 
at right angles. 
At the end of tliose 
arms are wire magnetic 
coils. 
Upon 
thc.5e magnetic coils hinges the succoi^s 
of the torpedo. 
A high-frequency cur- 


rent passes between them, and presence 
of any great mass of metal changes the 
self-induction which affects tlic clectric 
relays and these in turn operate the 
motor which controls tlic rudder. 
Thus 
the torpedo Avill steer for its target and 
follow it, no matter how often tho tar- 
get changes its course. 


Tlie gjroscope, which keeps the tor- 
])cdo on an even keel and on a straight 
course, is effective \mtil the torpedo 
comes within magnetic, range of a ship. 
Then it is automatically cut out, and 
the torpedo's diving fins turn to make 
the machine dive deeper and strike the 
warship on tho unarmored portion of 
the hull.

The need of 
a public golf course in Fort Wayne is 
acutely emphasized by the 
seerotai-j'. 
His report follows: 
"To tlic Honorable Board of Park Com- 
missioners. 
"Gentlemen:—Tiie past year has been 
anotlier of progress in the development 
of our park and boulevard system. 
A 
number of recommendations made by 
nic in former reports have been carried 
out, and in addition to them many oth- 
er progressive changes liave been made 
during tlie year. 
. .. 


"The park system Is becoming more 
popular eacli year, not only as ])laces 
for holding picnics, but also as recrea- 
tion centers and places of amusement 
for old and yoimg. 


Parks as Recreation Centers. 
"If there is one policy of! the park 
department wliich lias met with'gi-eater 
favor than any other It is the constant 
encouragement given for the use of the 
parks for out-door sports, and it should 
be observed to tlie fullest extent possi- 
ble, that tlie parks are the people's play- 
grounds; and that, m6re than all else, 
they are intended for recreation pur- 
poses, which is only another way for 


stating that they are intended to pro- 
mote public health. 
That this policy 
is greatly appreciated is best attested 
to by the response of the public to all 
efforts i)ut forth to provide recreation 
facilities. 
. 
. 


, Band Concerts. 


"The band concerts held 
during the 
summer season proved 
to be 
a very 
populai' feature. 
The schedule was ar- 
ranged to have a concert of two liours' 
duration 
each Tuesday 
and 
Friday 
evening from 8 to 10 o'clocli and Sun- 
day afternoons from 3 to 5. A total of 
forty concerts were given during the 
months of June, July and August, eacli 
of the eight parks having five concerts 
at intervals of twenty days. 
The esti- 
mated attendance at these concerts, ran 
from 200 to 4,000, the largest attend- 
ance being at t\yo of the.concerts given 
in McCulloch park. 


Athletics., 


"Tennis has increased, in popularity 
to such an extent-that 
it: is 
obvious 
that public demand .Aylll becoae so in 
sistent that adequate, facilititv^ must be 
provided, as are now .furnished in many 
other parks in this country. 
In 1012, 
1,200 . permits were issued . for 
. tennis 
courts, in 1913, 2,600, .and in the past 
year, .6,000. 
The number of footballj 


baseball and basketball .permits were 
also great]}-.increa.sed dm'ing the 
past 
season. 
It was comparatively a few 
years ago Avhen the principal use of the 
parks -was to hold incnics. In view of 
tlie increased use of the parks for out- 
door sports it may be inferred 
that 
picnic parties have fallen ofT, but such 
is not the case. 
Oij the' contrary the 
number of permits for picnics • hávé 
kept pace with other permits. 


Reconunendatiocs. . 
. 


"Every demand made for 
out-door 
sports lias always been responded to 
by the board to the extent of its abil- 
ity and resources, but there are still a 
large number of 
improvements 
that 
shoiild be made, the most important of 
which is a golf links. 
Unfortunately, 
none of our present "park areas are large 
enough for this purpose, therefore I 
most earnestly recommend that a tract 
of land sufficiently 
large for 
a golf 
liiiks be acquired at the earliest possi- 
ble opportunity. 


"More baseball diamonds should'; be 
laid out in our present park areas and 
additional tennis 
courts 
constructed. 
Facilities 
for 
cricket, 
and 
archery 
sliould also be provided.

If we do these things our 
cities and states w'ill be better and 
richer.

One tlxtng thè corner lot baseball 
player learns early in his career 
which many professional 
players 
seem to have forgotten, is that they 
must go ihtb the g^une to "win. The 
corner lot ball player 
may 
not 
know very niiich iibout team work 
and he may not know very much 
about thie finé points of the game, 
but he does .want to win and he 
wishes for yictif»ry so terribly hard 
that he plays with all his might to 
the finiflS. 


When the other fellows aro roll- 
ing up ¿ 
score the ambition of 
the corner iòt fellow is to hold that 
score down ss low as he can. He 
n«ver quits dreaming of a big ninth 
inning rally until the third man is 
out. 


Jack 1\Iiller eeems to be that sort 
of player. Although a professiisnal 
in a maáor leagùé he never lets up 
In any game and he never pouts, 
ho matter how disagreeable things 
may be. While the baseball world 
has known for a long time 
how 
thoroughly the players are boùnd 
by contracts the facts never were 
Bo thoroughly aired as in the recent 
Buit of the Federal League. A base- 
ball player is bound to servitude at 
èo much a season. 
The owner of 
bis team has the right to sell him 
lo any team hie wishes at any time. 
Df coiirse the player gets big money 
for his servitude, but the point is 
that he is in servitude. If he signs 
up to play in Boston he can be sold 
to Philadelphia. 
He may want to 
Bee Boston' win, but he 
may 
be 
playing for so 
much a day 
for 
¿Philadelphia. 


Jack Miller was one of these un- 
fortunate fellows who had no right 
,';t» say who he would play for. Yet 
.after he was sold to a team he did 
not care for a bit, he kept on play- 
ing ball and made a bigger reputa- 
tion for himself with the new ag- 
gregation than with the old one. 


Miller is still playing the 
game 
like he used to play it back on the 
comer lots at Kearney, N. J., where 
he. was born in 1886. Miller first 
played professional ball 
in 
1907 
with a home team. The team was 
not strictly a professional team, as 
it was not paid a regular salary. 
The next season he played with the 
Atlantic league 
at 
Easton. 
The 
Pittsburg Pirates saw he was play- 
ing good ball and plucked him for 
their annual crop of novices. 


When Miller tried put with the 
Pirates his pluck caught the atten- 
tion of Henry 
Wagner. 
Wagner 
wanted to make an infielder of Mil- 
ler and it is generally told around 
the Pittsburg club house that Wag- 
ner never missed a chance to tell 
MlllW ao;^thing new about base- 
ball. 
did Wagner coach 
Miller on playing thè infield posi- 
tions untii Miller became a crack 
first báseínan. For five years Wag- 
ner coached Miller, teaching 
him 
fine points from his own long years 
of experience. Miller said nothing 
about what he was going to do. He 
played ball. As one first baseman 
after another kept going the route 
in the Pirates' camp Wagner was 
on hand to coach Miller as to the 
failings of each. 
Miller 
listened 
and profited some more. 


In five years Miller had reached 
his greatest perfection. 
He was 
then 27 years old and was as steady 
a, player as conld be found. Now 
ao one is saying that Miller Is the 
finest player in the world or the 
finest in the United States or the 
.finest in any league. 
All that is 
claimed for Miller is that he played 
^ ball as best he could all the timo 
and he learned all he could all the 
time. He became a good hitter and 
A good first baseman. 


ftlTAL MAJÍAGER WAISTS 
HILLES OTH TEAM. 
" When he reached that stage of 
near perfection Miller Huggins o£ 
the St. Louis 
Cardinals 
took 
^ 
^glance at the Pirates' bunch 
and 
decided he wouìd like to have Miller. 
He needed á first baseman and a 
ipan who could play short stop as 
well. He wanted to strengthen up 
his infield. Every year the baseball 
chiefs go into a game of swapping 
players Just like ttie Indians swap 
pohies or dogs, to use the expres- 
lion of ft Federal I>eaguer in court. 


Htiggiqs Jtpproacbed Fred Clarke 
»{ the Pirates and ofliered.to make 
i swap. Clarke had piènty of gooa 
: Bitot basemen. 
He wanted Konet- 
TÍsliey ot thiv. Cardinals. 
Konetctaey 
had been playing inferior ball with 
' vibe Cardinals and although ha was 
: ft good ' playei' he never was at his 
bést in St. Lonls. Huggins was de- 
Iláüited to make the swap, but In- 
/ iian fishion lie haggled over th> 
;bargaia. He wanted morei. players 
la- boot 
Clarke also hagglejl oyer 
'^e bargain in an eadeavor'Ío get 
.SMfro players to boot. ' 
''ilaally they threw aeverftl other 


players in to make the bargain good 
and Miller was notified he was to 
play with St. 
Louis. 
Konetchey 
was notified he was to play with 
Pittsburg. 


Now if there is any place in the 
world a player did not want to go 
to^in the spring of 1914 it was St. 
Louis. The Cardinals had been tail 
enders consistently for years. They 
didn't seem to have a chance to 
get out of tiie subway for a gen- 
eration at least. Players are given 
extra bonuses when they land high 
up in the league. If the team can 
land in the first division at the end 
of the season it gets a small bonus. 
The nearer to the top it gets the- 
bigger the bonus. Pittsburg was a 
first division club and had kept it- 
self in the first division for some 
time. 


St. Louis was hopelessly a sub- 
way club. 
Miller had played all 
his days in the major league 
at 
Pittsburg. 
He knew the 
fellows 
there and for five years had never 
thought of playing anywhere else. 
His ambitions led him to 
believe 
some day he could be one of the 
greatest Pirates in the club and he 
hoped to be able to play for the 
Pirates in the world's series some 
day. Had some one thrown a bar- 
rel of cold water on Miller's head 
it would have 
given 
him 
more 
cause for joy than to be cast way 
out in the Mound City. By actual 
computation based on the theory of 
progressions it would take 
2,004 
years for the Cardinals to play in 
the world's series as based on their 
gains in recent years prior to 1914. 


Miller shook hands with his old 
club mates and went where dollars 
called. He showed up at the Card- 
inals' camp and 
went 
to 
work. 
There were some prophets who said 
he would 
jump 
to the Federals. 
They prophesied he would be out of 
St. Louis before the season was half 
over. Then the prophets said Mil- 
ler would sulk and wouldn't play 
ball. 
That would be in 
harmony 
with the actions of other profes- 
sional baseball players. 
When a 
baseball player cannot get what he 
wants from his manager 
he 
lays 
down on the job. He can pretend 
to play hard and the manager can- 
not sue him for breach of contract. 
The only thing the manager can do 
in the matter is to wait until the 
next opportunity when he can swap 
his unmanagable player ofC to some 
one else. 


That was what the prophets said 
Huggins would have to do with Mil- 
ler unless the New Jersey player 
would jump to Ihe Federals. 
The 
first game in which Miller played, 
he played ball. The second game 
he played ball again. 
The 
third 
game he played ball sdine 
xpore. 
When the fourth game was called 
the fans turned towatd Miller to 
rjee if he had yet 
developed 
the 
sulks. 
They did not develop and 
Miller played ball- Then the fans 
decided Miller was made of good 
stuff and that he would 
keep on 
playing ball. 


MANAGER'S RIGHT HAliDED 
MAN IS UNIVERSAI. VE^ICT. 


When the season 
finally 
ended 
and the Cardinals had finished In 
the first division and the Pirates 
had dropped back several notches 
the sport experts of the country 
began to diagnose the case. 
They 
now are saying that Miller Hugglna 
proved to be the wise man of base« 
ball. He had gathered together a 
lot of steady players who 
could 
play in championship style 
right 
down to the finish. For many weeks 
before it was definitely decided that 
the Braves would finish first, the 
Cardinals were in the running tof 
the championship in the league. 


Of all the swaps Huggins made to 
get good men, it is conceded gen- 
erally that the swap he made to get 
rid of Koney and to get Jack Mil- 
ler was the best swap of all. With- 
out any pronounced stars Huggins. 
put out a team which had a big fol- 
lowing and which had to be reck- 
oned with until the last few days ot 
the season. 


Miller was a great help to 
the 
Cardinals as a 
living force. He 
played such steady hall all . thé. time 
that the fans adàiired hla ^hiilty 
and the other players ftlirftFs felt 
he co^ld he depended upon 
in a 
pinchi 
Miller hfid 
two 
chfthces 
when he Joined the Cardinals. One 
chance WM to play a rotten game 
and depetid on hfs record at Pitta- 
burg to giVe him another 
chance 
with some other team. The other 
cbp^nce was to play good ball anà 
Qiate ft reputation for himselt In 
the Cardinals as well as with the 
Pirates. He chose the latter courM. 
Today he is worth more than eter 
In hfs career. 
When he signa up 
new èontracts hla pUylttf In I f l i 
will always

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stead. The fact that he played ball 
ivhfen it was thought he had every 
excusé to play rotten 
ball is the 
biggést card of all. 


When the baseball season 
was 
over baseball writers all over the

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Made From 
Handkerchiefs 


BY EDNA EG-AN. 


HERE are many useful things 
to be made from dainty inex- 
pensive handkerchiefs. 
The articles can he qxUckly 
and easily made, and -when one dis- 
coverf at the last minute that someone 
has been fotKOtten, the handkerchief 
article is just the thing. 


The dust cap is made from a large 
handkerchief. 
It may be made of 
white with the colored border or the 
common 5 cent bandana may be used. 
Gather the center of one side four 
inches in from the edge. This forms 
the back of the neck. Turn the cor- 
ners of the same side back to form 
the fronts of the neck. Fold opposite 
side over double, joining from cornern 
to center. Lay a double box plait with 
the seam at center and 
stitch the 
folds down four inches, beginning one 
inch from the «dge. This shapes the 
top of the hood. 


Baby's bib is made by slashing a 
lace trimmed handkerchief in one cor- 
ner. Cut out a neck in the center and 
bind with light blue wash ribbon. This 
may be padded and lined with pale 
blue wash silk if desired. A pillow 
for baby Is made by sewing two lace 
handkerchiefs over a silk 
cuabioa. 
Place large ribbon 
rosettes at eacli 
comer. 


A collar and cuff set may be made 
by cutting the edges off of an em- 
broidered handkerchief 
and sewing 
linen bands to these. 


A bathroom 
pin cushion 'may be 
made by folding a handkerchief and 
stitching around the edge about two 
inches in to form a straight ruffle all 
around it. Fill the middle space with 
a pin cushion form and attach ribbons 
that it may be hung to the wall. A 
blue bordered handkerchief is appro- 
priate. 


A traveling case for handkerchiefs 
or one for jewels is made by folding 
and stitching an embroidered handker- 
chief in* the form of an envelope. Clasp 
with a tiny pearl button at the flap. 
Make an inside case to fit this of wad- 
ling and colored silk. 


A brush and comb bag is very pret- 
ty. made from two lavender bordered 
handkerchiefs, stitched that the bor- 
ier.; show plainly. Finish with laven- 
der ribbon drawstrings. 


A kitchen work bag is made of two 
red bandana handkerchiefs. A red 
Hbbon will give it the finishing touch 
and it may be hung behind the door 
jy thisTibbon. 


A fancy apron is made from four 
scalloped handkerchiefs joined at the 
scallops. Draw baby ribbon throueli 
the scallops and make a large ros'ei 
at the sides and bottom where ih.. 
ribbons terminate. 


A hair receiver is made from two 
lace handkerchiefs stitched together 
in a rounding shape, leaving an open- 
ing at the top. Line with pale silk 
and attach ribbon drawstrings. 


A dresser scarf is made by joining 
three 
handkerchiefs 
together with 
Wdlng. Run baby ribbon through 
the ribbon and sew a dainty 
lace 
around 
the edges. 
Ornament with 
four rosets. 


CMBROIDERy 


N observing eye will find in the 
most complete art needlework 
shop a number of stitches that 
strike more or less new notes 
in the world of embroidery, and the 
same observing eye will notice that 
these newest stitches are in keeping 
with the recent stitches, less new, but 
yet old, that we have been doing for 
the last few months and even year. 
This similarity is found in the bold- 
ness of the stitch. Except for very 
tiDo undergaments the fine, painstak- 
ing stitch seems to be somewhat of a 
t ack number. 
Effect is the object 
which the needleworker now has in 
view. One would almost say that the 
embroiderer seeks quantity ! and not 
quality, and yet no one can deny that 
the large, bold stitches are delightful, 
both for the eye and the fingers, and 
certainly much needless labor is sav- 
ed and many more embroidered pieces 
can be turned out in the length of 
time that it took for one in the fine 
stitches. 


One of the most attractive so-called 
new stitches is the Italian relief stitch. 
When made in this stitch the petals 
mnd leaves of the flowers at first 
glance appear fo be crocheted, but an 
. analysis of the stitch shows the leaves 
and petals to be formed of row after 
row of button hole stitches, one made 
on the edge of the other. These form 
a leaf or petal that, when finished, 
«nay be tacked with a single stitch at 
the end or allowed to remain loose. 
The centers of the fiowers are usually 
worked in eyelet form, one eyelet to 
«Mh flower. 


l4K>p bullion stitcb is being revived. 
It is the stitch familiarly known as 
tlie "wheat stitch," only that the lit- 
tle loops are spread in widened ovala 
and caught to the material at end of 
each loop by three straight stitchee, 
one on either side. 
This applies to 
b(Hb petals of flowers and to leaves. 
The stems are done In stem stitch. 


There is a zigzag buttonhole birds- 
eye stitch that at first glance might 
be taken tor fagoting. It Is somewhat 
mora intricate, however, though not 
dUflenlt. 


The iUin blookstltch Is attractive 
and works np quickly. 


Like the Italian relief stitch, the 
reticella stitch has the appearance of 
Iwfiig crocheted. While the reticella 
more effective than the Italian re- 
it Is morvdlfflcuft. It will, how- 
Wftar, delight both the Angers and the

TRUSSING needle can be pur- 
chased at any upholstering 
house. 
It 
is about twelve 
inches long, has three sideaon 
the point and carries a stout thread 
for sewing the fowl together. A darn- 
ing needle is too short for the pur- 
pose, though a curved upholstering 
needle of darning needle length la 
often used. It can be Inserted from 
the inside, without placing the hand 
inside the fowl. The loose skto can 
be drawn over the neck and held In 
place with toothpicks. It is a good 
idea to cross the tips of the fowl'a 
wings right over the hack, then pass 
the long needle clear through the 
fowl, using a long thread to hold the 
wings in place. 


When carvings turkey, first remove 
the wing and leg from one side and 
carve the breast into thin slices. If 
all of the bird is not eaten at ona 
meal, the other side Is more present- 
able when again served. 
Save all 
turkey tidbits, mix with masjied po- 
tatoes and one egg.

districts 
and other 
parts have been built by individuals 
and by private associations. 


The different 
links 
of the Old 
Trails -oad represent the proceeds 
of ice cre^m socials, taxation and 
generous bequests. 
In some states 
dog tax has gone into the road fund. 
In other states saloon tax has built 
the roads. 
In st^Il others hunters' 
licenses have gone into the payment 
and still in others the taX' has been 
?9tten by direct property tax. 


We will talk about the Old Trails 
road first, because 
it is within a 
day's ride of 25,000.000 citizens of 
the United States. 
In some parts 
the Old Trails road is well built and 
is good for passage in atíy weather. 
In other places it is onTy a dirt road. 
More than $1,500,000 were spent on 
various sections of the Old 
Trails 
road in 1914. From Washington the 
road runs west thróugh Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, Obio, Indiana and Il- 
linois to the Mississippi river. 
The- 
first part of the roa^ ú called the 
Old National highway 
That part 
was started before tlje days of the 
steam road and is the oldest paved 
road in the United States. 
It was 
originally planned to build the road 
to 
the Mississippi 
river, but the 
plan was never carried out then, al- 
though the paved highway reached 
Ohio before the Civir War. 
From 
there short 
patches of road were 
built at intervals. 


From the Mississippi: river west 
the road was formerly the trail of 
Daniel Boone and w^s known as 
the Boone Lick Trail. It was a trail 
pure and simple and was used by 
the early time mulé freighters in 
gettihg 
their 
product 
across the 
country. 
From the junction of the 
Kansas and Missouri rivers another 
'rail branches oui towf^rd the South- 
est known as the Santa Fe Trail, 
hile only part« of tbe Santa Fe 
ail are paved the toil is sandy for 
. large, part of its course and tray^ 
idlers find good dry rdads most of 
the yeaV. Travelers can find pave- . 
ment from Washington clear to the 
^Mississippi river and from the Mis- 
sissippi river to the Kansas river 
there are good rock roads most of 
the way.

When tho Canada route is com- 
pleted a four-sided loop will be fin- 
ishecl, making it possible for a mo- 
tor tourist to travel 8,000 miles along 
.a fairly good road almost the entire 
distance and a first-class road most 
of the distance. It will be the long- 
est highway in the world. 
The Ca- 
najiian highway will reach from the 
Atlantic 
to the 
Pacific. 
Several 
sections of the route already are 
completed. 
Another 
road 
across 
the 
United 
States is the Atlantic 
Coast highway, reaching from Flo- 
rida along thè coast 
to 
Montreal 
where it will link with the Cana- 
dian highway. 
It crosses the Old 
Trails 
road 
at 
the Washington 
monument. 
On the Pacific coast is 
a highway reaching from San Diego 
to Vancouver in British Columbia, 
it is planned to extend 
that 
road 
through- Canada down the Yukon to 
the sea. 


With these four roads a traveler 
will be able to visit neri.rly all the 
beauty > spots 
in America without 
crossing his tracks twice. 


But we are concerned chiefly w^ith 
the travel this summer. 
If a motor 
enthusiast 
happens to live in the 
East and wants to go to the fair in 
San Francisco by the motor route 
the way is open. 
If he lives in the 
West and wishes to go east the way 
is open just as well. The roads take 
one through the most picturesque 
scenes of New England 
and take 
him in striking distance of the beau- 
ty spots of the Rockies. 
The Old 
Trails road is so situated that a 
traveler can put up at a good hotel 
every night he is on the path. 
He 
can take time off in^Golbrado to spin 
up mountains. 
He can 
visit 
the 
Grand Canyon of Arizona. 
He can 
ride along the foot of the Sierras 
and cross north across the beautiful 
California valleys into Oregon. The 
road is near enqugji to Crater Lake 
in Oregon so itiiachlnes can go there 
for a night's camping party. 


For old castles and historic bat- 
tlefields America 
probably cannot 
compete 
with 
Eurprie, but we do 
have historic battléflelds. These are 
easily accessable hy mentor, although 
one has to leave the main traveled 
road sometimes to reach that spot. 
For historic and 
inspiring battle- 
fields one should not miss Lookout 
Mountain 
and 
Missionary 
Ridge. 
Motor cars can get to that point. A 
wonderful view is to bo had from 
th3 top of Lookout Mountain. 
How 
the Union soldiers ever got to tho 
top is a marvel to the visitors, un- 
til it is explained that - the cannon 
of that day could not be depressed. 
The very steepness of the hill was 
an asset. 
The soldier« charged the 
heights below the jllre of the cannon 
tfmV the intentrr Are was not heavy 
enough to «top th« gallant chargers., 
Perhaps tli« Curopean war will be 
ihe aeaa« at taiiffllliig 4mericaiia to 


see their own country first. Ameri- 
ca has been passed by for so long 
that Ave know little àbout it. 
Our 
art is from Europe. Steamship com- 
panies have advertised Europe and 
it is fashionable to go "abroad." It 
isn't the pleasure of the trip that 
takes the crowds so much as it is 
the fashionableness of it. 


Europe- has nothing to equal our 
Yellowstone National Park and ouf 


> Glacier National Park. If one were 
to go to Iceland he could see some- 
thing like the geysers. of yellow- 
stone Park, but he could not see 
them 
anywhere 
else on the other 
side of the Atlantic. 
Then there is 
the Yosemite Valley. 
Switzerland 
has no falls like Multnomah, Bridal 
Veil nor Snoqualmie Falls. One has 
to go to the heart of Africa to find a 
duplicate of Niagara Falls and Ni- 
agara is right on an auto road, easy 
of access. 
If one wants the wil- 
derness he can find falls àt Sno- 
qualmie. Snoqualmie is away out in 
the forests at thè foot of the Cas- 
cades. 
It is higher than Niagara, 
but not so wide.

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How the Trick 
Performer Is Able To 
Swallow Swords, Have 
His Head Chopped Off 


and Sewed Back On 
Again, Or Do The Egg 
Stunt Without Being 
Caught.

How many times have you been 
horrified to see a magician stoop 
over his subject, cut her head off. 
wave the head around in the air 
savagely and then nonchalantly put 
it back in place again? 


How many times have the cold 
shivers run up and down your back 
while the sword swallower gulped 
a sword down to the hilt and then 
coughed it up again. Day after day 
he performed his feat without ap- 
pearing any the worse for his en- 
deavors. : 


Of course you knew it was all a 
trick, 
but 
how 
could 
he do it? 
Sometimes you thought the 
trick 
was performed by having an extra 
head around in 
the 
decapitation 
trick, but what did he do with the 
real head? 
Perhaps you felt the 
sword was not a real one, but then 
he had the nerve to come right out 
in the audience and take a cane 
from the oldest citizen present and 
swallow the cane. 
The oldest citi- 
zen gave several gasps and sat in 
suspense while his cane almost dis- 
appeared from view but the juggler 
always had the courtesy to hang 
to the handle and restore the useful 
article 
to the 
owner. 
For 
two 
weeks you followed the oldest citl- 
. zen with a look of respect and you 
watched that cane with awe. There 
was no getting around it, it was 
some cane. 


You paid out your good admis- 
sion money to the operator of the 
trick and still went away dissatis- 
fied, because you had not found out 
what the trick was. 
In vain you 
sat on the front seat in the theater 
in hopes of solving the mystery ot 
the tricks, but the 
mystery 
re- 
mained unsolved. 
Now I am going 
to expose 
some of those 
tricks, 
which have baffled the human eye 
for so many centuries. 


In the first place the < magician 
has all the advantage, such as light- 
ing. But lighting is not the whole 
thing. Many of his feats actually 
are accomplished. The most wond- 
erful of these is the sword swal- 
lowing feat (Figure B), for they 
•re real swords. The sword swal- 
lower accomplishes this because of 
his thorough knowledge of the posi- 
tion of his stomach, 
gullet 
and 
throat. The sword he uses has a 
narrow blade so it will pass down 
the throat easily. It does not take 
an Arabian or a Hindoo to swallow 
•words. 
They are more adept at it 
tliaii the average 
American 
for 
t l i ^ people take iaore time to per- 
mmwt 


When a physician introduces his 
finger or the handle of a spoon in- 
to the throat of a patient for in- 
spection for tonsilitis, the result is 
a 
disagreeable 
sensation. 
Any 
touching of the pharynx, however 
slight, causes a strangling pain and 
nausea. 
The organ 
reacts 
with 
violence so the patient can breathe 
freely again. 
But by long practice 
and care the 
sword 
swallower s 
teach themselves to control their 
pharynx. 
They usually are taught 
from childhood and the organ does 
not resist the introduction of solids 
when the performer is grown. 


Persons afflicted with 
disorders 
of the throat and stomach 
often 
become so ill they cannot longer 
take nourishment. Then the patient 
is given treatment so he can swal- 
low a vulcanized rubber tube or 
sometimes a silver tube and he can 
then be fed artificially. 
The first 
time the tube is swallowed the op- 
eration is attended with consider- 
able pain. 
The second time 
the 
pain is less violent and in time 
even an adult can accustom himself 
to the introduction of solid sub- 
stances.

Oftentimes 
diseases 
of 
the 
stomach and gullet a glass tube is 
inserted in the 
stomach 
bearing 
an electric light. 
A mirror is in- 
serted at the top of the gullet and 
the lighted interior can be seen in 
the mirror. 
In that way growths 
and other affections can be discov- 
ered down in the stomach or in the 
gullet. 
When patients take poison 
a common 
form of treatment Is 
called 
"pumping them out." 
in 
fact a long tube is thrust into the 
stomach and water is poured down 
this tube. 
The outside end of the 
tube is then lowered and the con- 
tents of the stomach are drained 
out through the 
tube 
and 
not 
pumped out at all. 


Usually 
the 
sword 
swallower 
starts with a fork or a spoon. He 
graduates up to knives and then 
takes down a bayonet with ease. 
The effect is startling to say the 
least. 
Usually these swords are 
tipped with gutta percha so the 
sharp point will not injure the lin- 
ings of the gullet. Quite frequent- 
ly, however, magicians swallow the 
swords without any protection and 
they never hurt themselves. 


Of course the sword is straight or 
nearly so and the organs it trav- 
erses are in 6unres. 
The aword 
swallower 
firât 
throws 
hi« head 
back so t m M put bit ^moath/throat 


and gullet on a line. 
The sword is 
then thrust down the mouth, throat 
and gullet to tiie opening of the 
stomach (Figure A). 
As the sword 
passes along, the pliant gullet is 
made straight. 
The sword can pass 
clear to the bottom of the stomach. 
The stomach must be emptied by 
fasting for several hours before the 
sword swallowing exhibition. 


There are many sword swallow- 
ing fakirs, 
who 
get 
on a partly 
lighted stago and thrust the swords 
down tubes 
hidden 
under 
their 
coats. 
These fellows wear heavy 
beards and hide the sword until the 
tube is reached. 


Sword swallowing 
has 
been a 
valuable contribution to the study 
of the physiology of the 
human 
body. 
In 1777, 
Dr. 
Stevens, 
a 
Scotch physician, induced a sword 
swallower to swallow a glass tube 
equipped with mirrors. He watched 
the effects of thè introduction of 
food in the stomach and wrote the 
first books on the action of the gas- 
tric Juices. 


The trick of walking on swords 
does not deserve to class with the 
sword swallowing trick. The sword 
walker usually is a woman. 
She 
walks over a rack of swords with 
their sharp edges turned up. But 
before taking the walk she bathes 
her feet in alum 
water in which 
sine sulphate has been dlaaolTed.

has to keep her feet, straight on the 
edges. 
If she allows her feet to 
deviate so much as a tiny angle 
the solution will be cut'off and the 
feet will be cut. 
Sometimes that 
actually happens and it adds to the 
excitement of the occasion. 


Thrusting a sword through 
a 
body is a trick, pure and simple, 
and there are no good words for it 
as there are for sword swallowing. 
The sword used is a flexible one 
with a shiny covering to niake it 
look 
like 
metal. 
It 
is 
thrust 
against the supposed victim 
and 
inserted into a tube which passes 
around the victim's body. It comes 
out between the victim's coat tails 
so as not to hurt his clothing. The 
Bword has to be thrust in quickly 
and withdrawn quickly. If the act 
should be done slowly it would re- 
veal to the spectators 
that 
the 
sword had grown shorter in its 
passage around. the victim's body. 
The doubling of the sword in pass- 
ing around the body of necessity 
makea it ^ m 
ahorter as a carva 


head down, (Figure C), is accomp- 
lished in exactly 
the 
way a fly 
walks on the ceiling. 
To 
guard 
against accidents a net is stretched 
under the walker, for 
sometimes 
the 
fly-like 
mechanism gives way 
and the performer falls headlong. 
Each shoe is equipped with a pneu- 
matic cushion.

When the hollow side of th^se 
cushions are pressed against 
the 
ceiling the air 
pressure 
exerted 
underneath holds them in place. 
That is exactly what the fly does.' 
He walks along with his pneumatic 
cushions and lifts them one at a 
time. 
The fly, howeyer, has six 
legs. 
He can hang on with five 
while lifting one. The girl who per- 
forms the

air into the cushion.

these cushions is made to go under 
the shoe and is hardly noticeable. 
To one who knows nothing about 
physics he .could not explain how 
the cushion could hold the walker 
to the ceiling and he would be in 
fair way toward 
believing 
the 
feat was the result of supernatural 
powers. 
A pad eight inches long 
and two inches wide would 
have 
only sixteen 
inches 
of 
pressure 
area. 
Fifteen pounds pressure to 
square inch 
would give 240 
pounds pressure. 
A girl weighing 
126 pounds would have 115 pounds 
to spare. 


Another mystifying trick is that 
of filling a hat with eggs and then 
turning the hat upside down to show 
there are no eggs in it. 
The op- 
erator 
uses a handkerchief 
and 
without it he could never accomp- 
lish his feat. 
He takes the hand- 
kerchief in his hand and takes an 
egg from it. The egg is dropped in 
the hat but the handkerchief also 
is 
dropped in slyly and when it is 
taken out the eggs come out with 
the handkerchief. 
The egg is only 
a light empty shell and is tied to 
the handkerchief with an invisible 
thread. 


After, a dozen or two eggs are put 
In the hat the operator shakes the 
handkerchief above the hat (Figure 
D) and shows he has no more eggs. 
The handkerchief is then put in the 
operator's 
pocket. 
The hat is 
turned upside down and no eggs 
can be found in it 
They have dis- 
appeared more magically t h ^ they 
have appeared. 


One of the moet grewsome tricks 
is that of cutting ofl! the head of a 
man. This trick is carried out with 
such boldness that it can be shown 
in daylii^t as well as on an arti- 
flcially lighted sUge. 
The trick 
orglnated in the Middle Ages. 
A 
crowd of clowns would get on a 
stage and. begin to perform their 
queer stunts. . Suddenly one of 
them would commit some breach of 
etiquette againat the others. 
He 
would be stretched out on a box to 
be killed.

would 
eovtr hia head with a eloth and 
t l m prirtMd to 9^0» II « t with » 


the audience. Then he would gif* 
the head a cigarette to smoke. Fin- 
ally he would put the head back on 
the decapitated man and the audi- 
ence would shriek with joiy.

HEADS AND BODIES. 


The trick is performed by using 
a box containing extra heads and 
bodies. The clown picked for de* 
capitation would duck 
his 
head 
down into the box when it waa be- 
ing cut off and a false head wonld 
be drawn out. The false head would 
be set on another part of the box 
and give a cigarette 
(Figure F)» 
But when the executioner set tha 
head on the box to smoke a elg»- 
rette he stood for an instant where 
the audience could not see the false 
head. 
He would drop it into the 
box and a man in the box capable 
of smoking cigarettes would thmat 
his head up. He would be givi« 
the cigarette. 


After he had smoked, the heads- 
man would step in front of him, 
his head would duck down in the 
box, the artificial head would eoma 
up quickly and the operator would 
walk to the other end of the box 
and as quick as lightning drop thè 
artificial head in the other end.

Home died suddenly a fcAv days after 
tho completion of his lecture coui'se, 
His death is the severest bloAV the re- 
ligious life of England has sustained 
in a generation, and his place Avill not 
easily be filled. His book is a tran- 
script of himself and breathes inspira- 
tion, and enheartenment in every page. 


Amid all changes of 
thought 
and 
phrase, the Avonder of 
conversion re- 
mains. to be the supreme joy and glory 
of the preacher. 
A congregation gath- 
ered in the name of Christ, and pre- 
pared by prayer 
for 
that 
message 
Avhich is the supreme call to life, is to 
me a momentous assembly. 
It is the 
arena Avhere God and self fight out stu- 
pendous duels. 
It fiu-nishes an atmo- 
sphere in Avhich anything may happen. 
At any moment Saul may come to his 
crisis and the ncAV Paul be bora. 
For 
our gospel is not tlie survival of the 
fit; but the reviA'al of the unfit. And 
here in tlie society of Clirist, those di- 
vine forces are leagued and 
focussed 
Avhich decide the destinies of individuals, 
and even of nations. 
Within that con- 
gregation men arc being braced up for 
big renunciations, and sacrificial enter- 
prise, The voice from the pulpit is the 
ally of the trembling and even fainting 
soul, that is at the point of giving up 
the battle for virtue and righteousness. 
Lame consciences struggle to their feet 
again. Nerveless Avills are stiffened and 
strengthened. 
It is as if r waA'e of 
pure ozone passed oA^er tho breathers of 
some exhausted air. You feel thé stir 
of hope. 
Feeble and enervated spirits 
drink the elixir of life, and aro 
con- 
scious of recovery of tone and health. 
The tonic air from the hills of God 
Wortes its miracle of rejuvenation, and 
faith is born again. 


There are so many sorts of conver- 
sion. It is conversion Avhen the faith- 
less soul belieA'cs; and it is conversion 
when a little 
faith becomes a larger 
faith. It is conversion when bad men 
become good men; and it is conversion 
Avhen good men become better men. It 
is conA'ersion Avhen the hands that hang 
doAvn are lifted up; and when tiie lame 
and erring feet are turned back into 
the way. 
It is conversion when the 
business standards of the world are ex- 
changed for higher and 
more 
human 
standards; and Avhen the decision to do 
the brave and honorable thing forces 
itself within a worldly mind. 
While 
the preacher is at Avork, any one and 
all of these changes may tftfce place. If 
he believes in his business,/and In the 
co-operation of the Divine/ Spirit, 
he 
expects great events to happen. 
No 
service can ever fall to tho dead level 
of the commonplace. Every hour spent 
within that atmosphere of faith, be- 
neath the spell of Clirist's presence and 
personality, is charged 
with 
mystic 
feeling. 


Again, and in the same connection, 
let me remind you that the preacher is 
always living through the romance of 
the spring tide. The spring tide is the 
time of mystic changes; Avhen unprom- 
ising and unattractive seeds and bulbs 
are clothed uponi with 
a miraculous 
raiment of loveliness. 
It is the iime 
when myriads of unsuspected germs of 
life break forth into, living green, and.

It is the time 
Avhen eA'en the slum child's seeds in a 
broken floAver-pot on a rusty balcony. 
Avhere tlie rays of tlie sim are raro visi- 
tors, ansAvers to the secret call to life 
and put forth bloom and fragrance. All 
tlii.s, God help us, Ave take for granted; 
and our modern souls arc too full of the 
notion that it is scientifically explica- 
ble to surrender to the simple imperish- 
able marvel and rapture of it. But we 
preachers have yet to learn that the 
greatest thing God ever does, is not 
Avlion He spins His Avorlda in space, or 
regenerates the face of nature by the 
annual miracle of, spring, but Avhen hii- 
inan hearts cry out Avith imspeakable 
joy, "As for our transgressions Thou 
Shalt purge them aAvay." 
The Hand 
that can reach to the secret springs-of 
life, and purify them, viashing the stain 
from the conscience, and cleansing the 
imagination of its pollutions, is engaged 
in performing the most amazing miracle 
in time. 
In tlio true church it is al- 
Avays springtime. From January to De- 
cember is ono season of regeneration. 
Revivals is often thought of as spas 
modic and occasional; but that is our 
fault. It is normal. 
Tlie resurrection 
time is not at Easter aJone. There is 
not a moment of any day, in any year; 
when Ave may not rise Avith Clirist into 
neAvness of life, and Avalk in His wavs 
Avith transfigured spirits. 
And all this 
goes to make up the charm, the fascina- 
tion, the rapture, the romance of the 
Christian ministry.

SCARLET Ï-ÊVER. 


Like 
diphthCTria 
this 
disease 
is 
"caught" by direct contact; and also 
by breathing in the 
air infected by the 
c o u g h i n g 
a n d 
sneezing of suffer- 
ers. 


The "peeling" in 
scarlet fever is not 
nearly 
as "catch- 
ing" as the 
sora 
throat in the be- 
ginning of that disease. 


Children A^ith scarlet. fever should be 
kept apart from others imtil the skin 
is clear and all discharges from 
the 
nose and ear have stopped. 


There are mild forms of scarlet fever, 
the same as of diphtheria; but you can 
"catch" the disease severely and even 
fatally from a mild case. 


Take no chances. 
A child with only a sore throat and 
slight symptoms may be the means of 
spreading dangerous infection. 


Never neglect a sore throat. The dis- 
charges from the mouth or throat of n 
patient should be collected on suitable 
cloths and burned. 


Destroy all the food taken from the 
sick room. 
Bedding, clot...ng and oth- 
er exposed objects ought to be disin- 
fected. 


There is not much use in fumigating 
the sick room after the recovery of a 
scarlet feVer patient. 
But 
plenty of 
soap and water—and elbow 
grease— 
should "Tjc used. 


And 
nature's 
fumigators—sunshine 
and fresh air—should be called in to do 
their most blessed work. 


There is nothing In all those yarns 
about catching scarlet fever by sleeping 
in a room where somebody had the dis- 
ease several generations ago. 


The germ can't live any more than 
a day or so outside the 
body of the 


person Avho has had tha disease.

child an irreparable injury. 
All chil- 
dren tend to climb before they attempt 
to Avalk and, if permitted and opportu- 
nity is furnished are able to climb free- 
ly and without fear by the end of tha 
first year.

The 
report for 1914 will not be availa- 
ble for some time as yet but through 
unofficial sources it is said Colora- 
do is the leader last year, according 
to its population. That was due to the 
labor troubles in the mining dis- 
tricts.

those places there seem to be more 
murders as well as accidents. 


A highest death rate from violence 
is reported from year to year by

The average from the last , three 
published reports of the census bu- 
reau shows that in one year the 
deaths from homocide other than 
suicide run about 3,190 from the 
cities and states which make gov-.

The records 
at Washington put the annual rate 
from suicide by firearms at 2,561; 
poison, 2,456; hanging or strangu- 
lation, 1,265.

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John Jellicoe, a Small Man, 
the English Navy is Criticised 
Because He Failed to 
Annihilate the Germans 
In the Early Stages of 
the War. 
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It has been said that -when the 
Crermah ships raided the coast of 
England and 
bombarded 
several 
English coast towns an 
English- 
man BAid sorrowfully. 
"A 
runt 
cau't fight." The Englishman was 
referring to his own admiral. John 
Jellicoe, chief of staff of the Eng- 
lish navy and 
commander of a 
fleet of'fighting ships which could 
not be reproduced for less than a 
billion dollars. 


When the European war broke 
out Jellicoe had under his direc- 
tion 137,500 men. The German sea 
commander 
had only 66,783 men. 
Yet 
the 
spectacular 
work 
all 
through' the early stages 
of 
the 
•war were left entirely to the Ger- 
mans. 


Although commander of the most 
coitiy fleet the 
world 
has ever 
seen and commanding the greatest 
number of sailors the world has 
ever seen gathered under one head, 
yet Jellicoe. has not done anything 
spectacular. 
Now and then some 
of 
bis 
subordinates 
have 
done 
tbrilling. things, 
such 
as 
going 
through the straits- near Constanti- 
nople with a submarine. 
But in 
every 
successful 
encounter 
they 
luive had the odds on the Germans. 


lyhen England entered the war 
critics were quick to say that the 
KBSHsb would blockade the Ger- 
man jwrts. They thought it would 
te a short matter for the English 
V» capture all the seacoast towns 
ind 
establish 
a 
rigid 
blockade. 
After the, war had progressed for 
ttOBths they were forced to change 
their minds. ' Germany could not 
he defeated easily. 
The first raid 
.an either coast came from the peo- 
ole With the smaller navy.

George Washington was a gigantic 
man.

swim and wrestle. He could put a 
Spanish 
half 
dollar between his 
first two fingers and crush it with 
his thumb. 


But on the other hand General U. 
S. Grant was short in stature. Size 
seemed to make no difference. Both 
men were 
fighters. 
There is no 
doubt that 
Washington 
was 
the 
greatest strategist. 


When lined up with the Russian 
admiral. Admiral Togo of the Jap- 
anese navy was a runt. 
Yet Togo 
sent the Russian fleet to the bot- 
tom 
of the 
sea. 
Napoleon 
was 
known as a Little Corporal. 
Ad- 
miral Nelson, 
and 
Admiral 
Paul 
Jones of the American navy were 
small men, too. 
Small men 
can 
fight just the same as big men. 


Jellicoe was promoted by Win- 
ston Churchill 
above 
older ao- 
mirals. 
Churchill 
made 
himself 
very unpopular several years ago 
when he elevated Jellicoe, and pos< 
sibly the reference to the English- 
man as a runt dates back to the 
day when those older men thought 
Churchill madè a fool of himself. 


Was Churchill 
wise or foolish 
when he elevated Jellicoe? 
History 
must answer the question. 
Tempo- 
rary victories do not win wars. 


Jellicoe was elevated to the com- 
mand of the fleets of England the 
day after England declared war on 
Germany. 
Jellicoe's real title is 
"commander of the home fleets with 
rank of admiral" 
The day of Jel- 
licoe's appointment the following 
bulletin was issued: 
TEXT OF OIIDEB 
CLEYATING JELLIGOE. 


llcoe, K. C. B., K. C. V. O., has as- 
sumed supreme 
command of the 
home fleets, with the acting rank 
of 
admiral, 
and 
Rear 
Admiral 
Charles E. Madden. C. V, O., has 
been appointed to be Chief of the 
Staff. 
Both appointments to dato 
from today." 


The King sent a personal mes- 
sage to Sir John Jellicoe:— 


"At this grave mcment in our na- 
tional history I send to you, and 
through you to the officers and men 
rf the fieota of whi ih you have as- 
sumed command, ^he assurance of 
my confidence that under your di- 
rection they w.il revive and renew 
the old glories of the royal navy 
and prove once again 
the 
sure 
shield of Britain and of her <empire 
in the hour of trial. 


"GEORGE, R. I. ' 


When Jellicoe was appointed to 
his high position Churchill doubt- 
less was thinking of the day when 
Jellicoe invaded the coast of England 
at the royal maneuvers. 
Jellicoe's 
invasion is worthy of considerable 
note because he was a member of 
the German Order of the Red Eagle, 
an honor conferred by the Kaiser. 
He struck at the most vulnerable 
spot on the 
English 
coast 
and 
proved to the English that their. 
coast could be Invaded in time of 
war. 


No Englishman found him until 
he had landed. Had he been a real 
enemy; he could have 
devastated 
the coast, but instead he was only 
showing, to the 
admlrallty 
what 
could be 
done 
by a determined 
enemy.. He struck in the northern 
coal fields and landed his men there. 
When the English decided 
they 
needed a man to defend their coasts 
they picked up Admiral Jellicoe. 
He was the cmly one whoV knew 
how to invade the coast and conse- 
quently he knew how to defend it 
bMt

cism, but Churchill believes no one 
could have kept off the Germans. 
He is strong in his assertion that 
Jellicoe is doing the best he can. 


That Jellicoe can fight and is not 
afraid to fight has been proven sev- 
eral times. 
Never before, however, 
was he confronted by such a fight- 
ing enemy as the 
Germans. 
He 
was present at the relief of Tient- 
sin and was wounded severely. 
It 
was thought for a time he 
was 
mortally wounded. 
ADMIBiOi ENTERED 
JiAVI IN 1872. 


Born December 5> 1859, Sir John 
Jellicoe is the son of an officer of 
the merchant marine, the late Cap- 
tain J. H. J. Jellicoe. 
Educated at 
Rottingdean, young Jellicoe entered 
the royal navy as a cadet on July 
15, 1872. passing out of the Britan- 
nia first of his "batch" by more 
than a hundred marks. 
In the ex- 
amination for sub-lieutenants, which 
rank be attained six years later, he 
took three "firsts," in itself a re- 
markable achievement. 


On August 23, 1880, he was pro- 
moted lieutenant, and two years 
afterward, as a lieutenant on board 
the Agincourt,~ he served 
in 
the 
Egyptian war and was awarded the 
Egyptian medal and the Khedive's 
bronze star. On his return to Eng- 
land .Jn 
the 
following 
year 
he 
studied at the Royal Naval College. 
Greenwich, where he won the spe- 
cial £80 prize for gunnery lieuten- 
ants. 


In May, 1880, while 
serving on 
board the Monarch, he was awarded 
the Board of Trade silver medal 
for gallantry . In saving life at sea, 
by commanding a gig which went 
to the rescue of a strandoti ship 
near Gibraltar, the sea being so 
heavy that the boat was capsized, 
but he and the crew were washed 
ashore. 
He served also as gun- 
nery lieutenant of the Colossus and 
on the staff of the Excellent gun- 
nery establishment. 


Gasetted as commander )n 1891, 
he waa for a time employed as as- 
sistant to the DlnecCor 
of 
Naval 
Ordnance, lieing subsequently ap- 
pointed flrst-IleuCenant to the Sans 
Parell and later to the 111 fate« 
Victoria, Admiral Sir Oeorfe flesr* 
movr'i, J « t «hij» on th« 


Tripoli in collision with the Camp- 
erdown, when tlio Admiral, twouty- 
nine officers and 350 
men . were 
drowned. 
At the time of the col- 
lision Commander Jellicoe was on 
the sick list in his cabin. When the 
ship capsized he, with the aid of a 
midshipman named West, contrived 
to keep himself afloat till picked 
up. 
Commander Jellicoe's 
silver 
medal was lost, with other effects, 
in the Victoria, and the Board of 
Trade, so it was reported at the 
time, intimated that another medal 
could be got on payment. 


After serving as commander on 
the Ramillies, flag ship in the Mèdl- 
terranean. he was promoted to the 
rank of captain, January 1, 1879, 
and joined the Ordnance Commit- 
tee. 
Temporarily Sir E. H. Sey- 
mour selected him as flag captain 
on the Centurion, on the China sta- 
tion. 


During the expedition to succor 
the legation at Peking in 1900, in 
which he narrowly escaped death 
by a severe gunshot wound. Captain 
Jellicoe 
commandèd 
the 
Naval 
Brigade, and acted as Chief Staff 
Officer, when he not only gained 
the C. Bv but was awarded by the 
German Emperor the second class 
of the Order of the Red Eagle, with 
crossed swords. 


Returning from China at end of 
1901 he was in November of that 
year appointed to superintend the 
building by 
contract of ships of 
war. He next served as Naval As- 
sistant to the Controller 
of 
the 
Navy, which post 
he 
vacated in 
August. 1903, to take command of 
the Drake, and in February, 1905, 
he took up the post of Director ot 
Naval Ordnance and Torpedoes, in 
succession to Captain Barry. 


Much has been 
said about the 
improvement of good shooting in 
the British navy, and in this con- 
nection considerable praise is due 
to Admiral Sir John Jellicoe. With- 
out his help—so a writer in 
the 
United Service 
Journal once re- 
marked—the good work fostered by 
Admiral Sir Percy ScQtt would have 
been severely handicapped—in fact, 
impossible; for the then Director 
of Naval Ordnance proved hlmSelf 
a 
man 
of original thought 
and 
prompt action and one of the most 
capable 
gunnery 
experts 
In 
the 
royal navy. 


During the time t e was in com- 
mand of the Drake he turned it into 
one of the best shooting ships in 
the navy, and while he waa at the 
Adiplralty as Director, of Naval- 
Ordnance Captain Jellicoe dM ill 
thai WM» ^ppÊàbh. to jnsiife .Um 


up to date day aud night sights, as 
well as to install a fire control set 
of instruments in 
each ship for 
"spotting" and controlling at long 
range shooting.

City of Eefuge. 


How it came about that Geneva 
was so long a city of refuge for lib- 
eralism, both religious and civil— 
sheltering for example the English 
makers of the famous Bible version 
that bears the city's njame—is made 
plain in Hugh Y. Reyburn's account 
of the city in his new book on Cal- 
vin. He says: 


"The history of Geneva goes back 
as far as the days of Julius Caesar, 
when it waa a town of'the Allo- 
broges. In the fourth century it be- 
came Christian and a bishop Whs set 
over it. Built on both banks of the 
Rhone at its exit from the lake, and 
commanding 
the 
trade routes be- 
tween 
Prance. 
Switzerland, 
and 
Italy, it was an object of envy to its 
neighbors, and the King of France, 
the State of'Berne, and the Duke of 
Savoy were each more anxious than 
the other to take the city under 
their protection. 
It 
required no 
small skill in diplomacy to baffle 
their designs to' destroy Genevan in- 
dependencei" 


In the beginning 
of 
the eight- 
eenth century, 
Mr. Reyburn says, 
Geneva was a city of scarciely 15.- 
000 inhabitants, but it hummed with 
life like a hive. 
"It lay on the 
great road which bound the east of 
Europe with the weot, and ita po- 
sition 
gave it commercial advan- 
tages of which it took fuU benefit. 
Four times a year great f a i n were 
held for a fortnight each, and at 
theae might be seen merchants and 
merebaitdlse 
from far and near. 
Spaniards, 
Provencals, 
Nonnans, 
and iMa 
from 
Flandera 
tvbbc« 


of the houses were lined with booth! 
in which were piled up all manner 
of groceries, soft goods, silks, furs, 
ironmongery. After the bustle of the

With the exception of the bish- 
op no one habitually kept up great 
state. 
People of good social posi- 
tion, like Bonnivard and Berthelier, 
worked alongside their men at their 
daily toil, went to the market and 
bought the provision for the house-

in the 
orchard, 
and watered 
the 
flowers in the garden." 


"At the fairs they interchanged 
more than merchandise with foreign 
traders. 
They 
interchanged ideas. ' 
The men who came from the tree 
cities of Germany and from the lit- 
tle republics of Italy, continually at 
war with their feudal lords, told tha 
story of their struggles and aspira- 
tions, their victories and defeata, and 
left it to act like a ferment in the 
minds of those they gossiped with in 
the taverns or bargained with in the 
market-place.

Miller shook hands with his old 


club mates and went where dollars 
called.

HERE are many useful things 


to be made from dainty inex- 
pensive handkerchiefs. 


The articles can be quickly 


and easily made, and -when one dis- 
covers at the last minute that someone 
has been forgotten, tho handkerchief 
article is just the thing. 


The dust cap. is made from a large 


handkerchief. 
It may be made of

EMBROIDERY 


N observing eye will find in the 


most complete art needlework 
shop a number of stitches that 
strike more or less new notes 


in the world of embroidery, and the 
same observing eye will notice that 
these newest stitches are- in keeping 
with the recent stitches, less new, but 
yet old, that we have been doing for 
the last few months and even year.

•- We will talk about the Old Trails 
road first, because ii is within a 


j 
day's ride of 25,000,000 citizens of 
the United States. 
In some parts 


the Old Trails road is well built and 
is good for passage in any weather. 
In other places it is only a dirt road. 
More than $1,500,000 were spent on 
various sections of the Old Trails 
road in 1914. From Washington the 
road runs west through Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and Il- 
linois to the Mississippi river. The 
first part of the road is called the 
Old National highway 
That part 


was started before the days of the 
steam road and is the oldest paved 
road in the United States. It was 
originally planned to build the road 
to the Mississippi river, but the 
plan was never carried out then, al- 
though the paved highway reached 
Ohio before the Civil War. 
From 


there short patches of road were 
built at intervals. ' 


From tho Mississippi river west 


the road was formerly the trail ol 
Daniel Boonc and was known as 
the Boone Lick Trail, 'it was a trail 
pure and simple and was used by 
the early lime mule freighters in 
getting their product across the 
country. From the junction of the 
Kansas and Missouri rivers another 


,-il branches out toward the Soutn- 
st known as the Santa Fe Trail.

When tho Canada route is com- 


pleted a four-sided loop, will be fin- 
ished, making it possible for a mo- 
tor tourist to travel 8,000 miles along 
a fairly good road almost the entire 
distance and a first-class road most 
of the distance. It will be the, long- 
est highway in the world. The Ca- 
nadian highway will reach from the 
Atlantic 
to the 
Pacific. 
Several 


sections of the route already are 
completed. Another 
road 
across 


tho 'United States is the Atlantic 
Coast highway, reaching from Flo- 
rida along the coast to Montreal 
where it will link with the Cana- 
dian highway! It crosses the Old 
Trails 
road 
at 
the Washington 


monument. On the Pacific coast is 
a highway reaching from'San Diego 
to Vancouver in British Columbia. 
It is planned to extend that road 
through Canada down tho Yukon to 
the sea. 


With these four roads a traveler 


will be able to visit nearly all the 
beauty 
spots in America without 


crossing Tiis tracks twice. 


But we are concerned chiefly with 


the travel this summer. If a motor 
enthusiast 
happens to live in the 


East and wants to go to tho fair in 
SUn Francisco by the motor route 
the way is open. If he lives in the 
West and wishes to go east the way 
is open just as well.

His Head Chopped Off 


and Sewed Back On 


Again, Or Do The Egg 


Stunt Without Being 


Caught

How many times have you been 


horrified to see a magician stoop 
over his subject, cut her head off, 
wave the head around in the air 
savagely and then nonchalantly put 
it back in place again? 


How many times have the cold 


shivers run up and down your back 
while the sword shallower gulped 
a sword down to the hilt and then 
coughed it up again. Day after day 
he performed his feat without ap- 
pearing any the worse for his en- 
deavors. 


Of course you knew it was all a 


trick, but how could he do it? 
Sometimes you thought the trick 
was performe'd by having an extra 
head around in the 
decapitation 


trick, but what did he do with the 
real 'head? 
Perhaps you felt the 


sword was not a real one, but then 
he had the nerve to come right out 
in the audience and take a cane 
from the oldest citizen present and 
swallow the cane. The oldest citi- 
zen gave several gasps and sat in 
suspense while his cane almost dis- 
appeared from view but the juggler 
always had the courtesy to hang 
to the handle and restore the useful 
article to the 
owner. 
For two 


weeks you followed the oldest citi- 
zen with a look of respect and you 
watched that cane with awe. There 
was no getting around it, it was 
some cane. 


You paid out your good admis- 


sion money to the operator of the 
trick and still went away dissatis- 
fied, because you had not found out 
what the trick was. 
In vain you 


sat on the front seat in the theater 
in hopes o£ solving the mystery of 
the tricks, but the 
mystery 
re- 


mained unsolved. Now I am going 
to expose 
some of those 
tricks, 


which have baffled the human eye 
for so many centuries. 


In the first place the magician 


has all the advantage, such as light- 
ing. But lighting is not the whole 
thing. Many of his feats actually 
are accomplished. The most wond- 
erful of these is the sword swal- 
lowing feat (Figure B), for they 
are real swords. The sword swal- 
lower accomplishes this because of 
his thorough knowledge of the posi- 
tion o£ his stomach, 
gullet 
and 


throat. The sword he uses has a 
narrow blade so it will pass down 
the throat easily. It does not take 
an Arabian or a Hindoo to swallow 
swords. They are more adept at it 
than the average 
American 
for 


those people take more time to per- 
fect the art. 


When a physician introduces his 


finger or,the handle of a spoon in- 
to the throat of a patient for • in- 
spection for tonsilitis, the result is 
a 
disagreeable 
sensation. 
Any 


touching of the pharynx, however 
slight, causes a strangling pain and 
nausea, 
the organ 
reacts 
with 


violence so the patient can breathe 
freely again. 
But by long practice 


and care the 
sword 
swallcwers 


teach themselves to control their 
pharynx. They usually arc taught 
from childhood and the organ'docs 
not resist the introduction of solids 
when the performer is grown. • 


Persons afflicted with disorders 


of the throat and stomach 
often 


become so ill they cannot longer 
take nourishment. Then the patient 
is given treatment so he can swai- • 
low a vulcanized rubber tube or 
sometimes a silver tube and he can 
then be fed artificially. The first 
time the tube is swallowed the op- 
eration is attended with consider-' 
able pain. 
The second time the 


pain is less violent and in time 
even an adult'can accustom himself 
to the introduction of solid sub- 
stances.

When patients take poison 
a common form of treatment is 
called "pumping them out." 
in 


fact a long tube is thrust into the 
stomach and water is poured dowa 
this tube. 
The outside end of the 


tube is then lowered and the con- 
tents of the stomach are drained 
out through the 
tube 
and 
not 


pumped out at all. 


Usually 
the 
sw'ord 
swallower 


starts with a fork or a spoon. He 
graduates up to knives and then 
takes down a/bayonet with ease. 
The effect is startling to say tho 
least. 
Usually these swords are 


tipped with gutta percha so the 
sharp point will not injure the lin- 
ings of the gullet. Quite frequent- 
ly, however, magicians swallow tho 
swords without any protection and 
they never hurt themselves. 


Of course the sword is straight or 


nearly so and the organs it trav- 
erses are in curves. 
The sword 


swallower first throws bis head 
back so as to put his mouth, throat 


and gullet on a line. The sword is 
then thrust down the mouth, throat 
and gullet to the opening of the 
stomach- (Figure A). As the sword 
passes along, .the pliant gullet is 
made straight. The sword can pass 
clear to the bottom of tho stomach. 
The stomach must bo emptied by 
fasting for several hours before the 
sword swallowing exhibition. 


There-are many sword swallow- 


ing fakirs, 
who get on a partly 


lighted stage and thrust the swords 
down tubes hidden 
under 
their 


coats. These fellows wear heavy 
beards and hide the sword until the 
tube is reached. 


Sword swallowing has 
been a 


valuable contribution to the study 
of the physiology of tho 
human 


body. 
In 1777, Dr. 
Stevens, 
a 


Scotch physician, induced a sword 
swallower to swallow a glass tubo 
equipped with mirrors. He watched 
the effects of the introduction of 
food in the stomach and wrote tho 
first books on the action of the gas- 
tric juices. 


The trick of walking on swords 


does not deserve to class with the 
sword swallowing trick. The sword 
walker usually is a woman. She 
walks over a rack of swords with 
their sharp edges turned up. But 
before taking the walk she bathes 
her feet in alum 
water in which 


zinc sulphate has been dissolved. 
This is then put on her feet and she 
walks easily on the sword. She

has to keep her feet straight on the 
edges. 
If she allows her feet to 


deviate so much as a tiny angle 
the solution will be cut off and the 
feet will be cut. 
Sometimes that 


actually happens and it adds to tho 
excitement of the occasion. 


Thrusting a sword through 
a 


body is a trick, pure and simple, 
and there are no good words for it 
as there are for sword swallowing. 
Tho sword used is a flexible one 
with a shiny covering to make it 
look 
like 
metal. It 
is thrust 


against the supposed victim 
and 


inserted into a tubo which passes 
around the victim's body. It comes 
out between the victim's coat tails 
' so as not to hurt his clothing. The 


sword has to be thrust in quickly 
and withdrawn quickly. If the act 
should be done slowly it would re- 
veal to the spectators that the 
sword had grown shorter in its 
passage around the victim's body. 
The doubling of the sword in pass- 
ing around the body of necessity 
makes it seem shorter as a curve 
is longer than a straight line. 


The feat of walking 
with. th« 


head down, (Figure C), is accomp- 
lished in exactly 
tiie 
way a fly 


walks on the ceiling. 
To 
guard 


against accidents a net is stretched 
under the walker, for sometimes 
the fly-like mechanism gives way 
and the performer falls headlong. 
Each shoe is equipped with a pneu- 
matic cushion. 
WALKING WITH HEAD 
HANGING DOWNWARD. 


When the hollow side 
of these 


cushions are pressed against the 
ceiling the air 
pressure 
exerted 


underneath holds 
them in place. 


That is exactly what the fly does. 
He walks along with his pneumatic 
cushions and lifts them one at a 
time. 
The fly, however, has six 


legs. He can hang on with five 
while lifting one. The girl who per- 
forms the 
hair-raising 
stunt of 


walking on tho ceiling has only two 
legs. Accordingly she is equipped 
with a strng attached to her ankles. 
When she wishes to release a foot 
she draws the string, and air is let 
into tho pad and it comes free. 
She then takes another step. When 
putting her foot against the ceiling 
she exerts considerable 
pressure 


and squeezes all the air out of tho 
cushion or pad. She then draws her 
foot away from the ceiling as far 
as she can. 


As a result the opening in the 


pad is a vacuum and the air pres- 
sure, which, amounts to 
fifteen 


pounds to the square inch holds tho 


performer's foot to the ceiling un- 
til the string opens the slit and lets 
air into the cushion. Each one of 
these cushions is made to go under 
the shoe and is hardly noticeable. 
To one who knows nothing about 
physics he -could not explain how 
the cushion could hold the walker 
to the ceiling and he would he in 
a fair way toward 
believing 
the 


feat was the result of supernatural 
powers. A pad eight inches long 
and two inches wide would 
have 


only sixteen 
inches 
of 
pressure 


area. Fifteen pounds pressure to 
the square inch 
would give 240 


pounds pressure. 
A girl weighing 


125 pounds would have 115 pounds 
to spare. 
• Another mystifying trick is that 
of filling a hat with eggs and thca 
turning the hat upside down to show 
there are no eggs in it. The op- 
erator 
uses a handkerchief 
and 


without it ho could never accomp- 
lish his feat. He takes the hand- 
kerchief in his hand and takes an 
egg from it. The egg is dropped in 
the hat but the handkerchief also 
is dropped in slyly and when it is 
taken out the eggs come out with 
the handkerchief. The egg is only 
a light empty shell and is tied to 
the handkerchief with an invisible 
thread. 
After a dozen or two eggs are put 


in the hat the operator shakes the 
handkerchief above the hat (Figure 
D) and shows he has no more eggs. 
The handkerchief is then put in the 
operator's pocket. 
The hat is 


turned upside down and no eggs 
can he found in it. They have dis- 
appeared more magically than they 
have appeared. 


One of the most grewsomn tricks 


• is that of cutting off the head ot a 


man. This trick is carried out with 
such boldness that it can. be shown 
in dayl ght as well as on an arti- 
ficially lighted stage. 
The trick 


orginated in the Middle Ages. 
A 


crowd of clowns would get on a 
stage and begin to perform their 
queer stunts. 
Suddenly one ot 


them would commit some breach or 
etiquette against the others. 
He 


would be stretched out on a box to 
be Wiled. The headsman 
would 


cover his head with a cloth and 
then pretend to chop it off with a 
knife. 
He would hold the head 


aloft (Figure G), and exhibit it to 


the audience. Then he would glT* 
the head a cigarette to smoke. Fin- 
ally he would put the head back on 
the decapitated man and the audi- 
ence would shriek with joy.

The trick is performed by using 


a box containing extra beads and 
bodies. Tho clown picked for de- 
capitation would duck his 
head 


down into the box when it was be- 
ing cut off and a false head would 
ho drawn out. The false head would 
be set on another part of the box 
and give a cigarette 
(Figure F), 


But when the executioner set the 
head on the box to smoke a ciga- 
rette he stood for an instant where 
the audience could not see the false 
head. 
He would drop it into the 


box and a man in the box capable- 
of smoking cigarettes would thrust 
his head up. He would be given 
the cigarette. 


After he had smoked, the heads- 


man would step in front of him, 
his head would duck down in ths 
box, the artificial head would come 
up quickly and the operator would 
walk to the other end of the box 
and as quick as lightning drojj the 
artificial head in the other end. He 
would then pat the neck gently as 
though he was fixing the head in 
place. 


There 
are other 
decapitation 


hut all are similar in their opera- 
tion. Instead of a box, sometimes 
the head is thrust through a wall. 
A similar trick was where a beau- 
tiful lady was 
burned to death. 


She made her escape through the 
hole and fire was sent to the in- 
terior of the screen. Then the 
screen, which was made of 
fire- 


proof material was elevated and 
nothing could be seen but the skull 
and bones. 


Mirrors arc used in some of tho 


tricks. There are few real feats 
like the sword swallowing stunt, 
which do not require some sort of 
apparatus. Sometimes it is an in- 
nocent looking box. Sometimes it 
is a handkerchief. Sometimes it is 
a pair of wide sleeves in which 
things can be stowed. 
Sometimes 


a bos is used with a patent invisible 
door through which the performer 
makes his escape after being lockei 
inside.

Workers who made a practice ot rid- 
ing up to their work after tho noon- 
flay luncheon by standing on a gird- 
er being elevated into place. The 
(eat was accomplished daily, contra- 
ry to orders of the construction su- 
perintendent. 


One day when the load was about 


lialf way up one end of the giant 
girder on which they were riding 
struck the side of the building. 
The girder spun around several 
times and men in the street below 
gasped in horror, as they feared the 
men would soon come headlong 
flown to the street. But the girder 
righted itself eventually and the trip 
was made to the top. The men least 


incerned of any were the two rid- 


mlze it. The soldier soon becomes 
hardened to the deaths about him. 
He becomes used to seeing thousands 
of war's victims stretched out nil 
about him with their bodies mangled 
by shells. The first time he goes 
under flre he is likely to bo fright- 
ened. He doesn't like to bo killc-d.

The chances for death by suicide 


in the United States are growing 
yearly. 
The 
average 
number of 


deaths from suicides Is listed at 
8,402 a year with half of the coun- 
try not heard from. More persons 
kill themselves by firearms than 
from any other cause. The records 
at Washington put the annual rate 
from suicide by firearms at 2,561; 
poison, 2,456; hanging or strangu- 
lation, 1,265. 


With a death list ol violence like 


that, it is no wonder Pats brother 
wrote to beware of America. The 
dally paper is filled with deaths by- 
violence. Every day or two there 
is a death in an automobile accident 


Traffic regulations are correcting 


tie evil somewhat, but every year 
shows an appalling high rate. When 
the riders in the machines are riot 
killing someone else they are kill- 
ing themselves. Children wander- 
ing across the street arc run down 
by ! rains and street cars every day 
of the week. 


When morning comes the mother 


in tho household does not know 
whether she is bidding her husband 
goortby for the last time or not. Yet 
because of (he constant peril she 
docs not notice it. 


The wife of the v.-indow washer 


. does not take into consideration 


that her husband may be the next 
lo liurtle headlong to death. More 
window washers are kfclcd. annual-

who is used to crossing the streets 
all the time grows careless and gets 
run over. 


The man in industry thinks all 


the time that it is the other fellow 
who is taking such an awful chance. 
Down deep ia the mines men aro 
constantly losing their lives in ac- 
cidents. Iu the steel mills there is 
another big toll of life. Out in the 
logging camps where they handle 
the big timbers and where the ca- 
bles used in dragging the heavy logs 
are supported only by trees, many 
men are killed right along, but we 
rarely hear of those deaths. It is 
the spectacular deaths which fill the 
papers. 
The auto 
accident has 


more thrills in It because it is more 
visible. The crowds see the auto ac- 
cident, whereas no one but the miu- 
ers see the accidents in the mines. 


Because of the 
spectacular fea- 


tures the deaths of structural steel 
workers are considered more terri- 
ble than the deaths in other ways. 
The steeple jack who climbs Up the 
top of a spire or flag pole to paint 
it does not know the meaning of 
fear when he climbs way above the 
heads of tho world, but if he were 
lowered into a mine he probably 
would be terrified. 


Men working at the so-called haz- 


ardous occupations 
usually 
live 


about as long as those working in 
the security of an offite. Inside the 
office consumption gets the worker 
and when consumption fails nerv- 
ous prostration gets a chance. They 
arc all taking a chance. That is 
what they are paid for. 


The structural steel worker gets 


sixty-five cents an hour, or some- 


thing like that. He is equipped with 
a union card, stout muscles and a 
steady bead. That is his stock in 
trade. Like the steeple jack he wan- 
ders from city to city where there is 
work to do and when it is done hs 
goes elsewhere. One day he is in 
Pittsburgti 
putting the finishing 


touches on an office building. Lat- 
er you may find him at St. Louis 
working on the municipal bridge 
across the Mississippi river. Next 
he may be in San Francisco work- 
ing on the fair. 


The structural steel worker knows 


about the hazards of his game but he 
doesn't think about it much. He 
thinks more about the poor devils 
down below the ground v.-bo are dig- 
ging out the slcel and are in danger 
o£ poisonous gases. 
Nearly every 


great skyscraper in the United 
States is a monument to a struc- 
tural steel worker who lost his life 
there. The workers remember the 
buildings by the men v.-bo died there 
or who first died there. 


"I was down in Cleveland work- 


ing on. Shorty's Building one day," 
started' a structural steel worker 
one morning in recounting bis ex- 
periences. 


"What do you mean by Shorty's 


Building?1' questioned a listener. 


"That's where Shorty was killed. 


There is a man killed nearly every- 
where I work. Usually it is the old- 
titr.crs. They get reckless. I can't 
afford to get reckless. I have a wife 
and two young ones in 0£den. 
I 


started into the structural steel busi- 
ness in Salt Lake. We were work- 
ins oa a three-story building then 


and-it makes me dizzy yet to think 
bow scared 1 was.

"The boss had no sympathy with 


us. One day he ordered me to crawl 
out on a girder and get a big rivet- 
ing sledge he had left there. 
I 


crawled out and all the way I was 
cursing him. I told him he had left 
it there on purpose. I felt all the 
time he had left it there just to try 
me out'and to teach me courage. I 
cursed all the way to the riveting 
hammer and when I got it I threw 
it at his head. He dodged and 
picked it up. As 1 came back I 
cussed all the way for good meas- 
ure. 


"When I got down the boss didn't 


say anything to me but from that 
day on he put mo on all the ticklish 
jobs there were. I soon got so 1 
liked them. When the building was 
finished he and I crawled out on the 
edge of a piece of sled and ham- 
mered home the last rivet. When 
we got through he to!d me be had 
an offer for a job in Seattle and 
would I go. I had just 'been mar- 
ried and didn't like to think of go- 
ing to Seattle.

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John Jellicoe, a Small Man, of 
the English Navy is Criticised 


Because He Failed to 


Annihilate the Germans 


In the Early Stages of 


the War. 
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DMIRAL John Jellicoe 
and some of his cruis- 


ers, battleships and dread- 
naughts. 


It has been said that when the 


German ships raided the coast of 
England and 
bombarded 
several 


English coast towns an English- 
man 
Baid sorrowfully. 
"A 
runt 


can't fight." The Englishman was 
referring to his own admiral. John 
Jellicoe, chief o£ staff of the Eng- 
lish navy and 
commander of a 


fleet of fighting ships which could 
not be reproduced for less than a 
billion dollars. 


"When the European war broke 


out Jellicoe had under his direc- 
tion 137,500 men. The German sea 
commander had only 66,783 men. 
Yet 
the 
spectacular 
work 
all 


through the early stages of tho 
war were left entirely to the Ger- 
mans. 


Although commander of the most 


costly fleet the 
world 
has ever 


seen and commanding the greatest 
number of sailors the world haa 
ever seen gathered under one head, 
yet Jellicoo has not done anything 
spectacular. 
Now and then some 


ot 
his 
subordinates 
have 
done 


thrilling things, such 
as going 


through the straits near Constantt- 
QOplo with a submarine. 
But in 


svery successful 
encounter 
they 


iave had the odds on the Germans. 


When England entered the war 


critics were quick to say that the 
English would blockade the Ger- 
man ports. They thought it would 
be a short matter for the English 
\o capture all the seacoast towns 
ind establish a rigid 
blockade. 


AJter the war had progressed for 
Months they were forced to change 
their njinds. 
Germany could not 


be defeated easily. 
The first raid 


Dn either coast came from the peo- 
. tile with the smaller navy. 
The 


5rst naval successes came from the 
oeoplo 
with 
the 
smaller 
navy. 


Then it was an Englishman refer- 
•ed to his chief naval fighter as a 
runt 


If (he question of the ability of a 


runt to fight were ail the matter 


involved it could be settled quickly. 
George AVasliington was a gigantic 
man. He stood a half head above 
liia men and could whip any one ot 
them in a physical encounter. He 
could jump twenty-two feet in a 
running broad jump and could ruts, 
swim and wrestle. He could put a 
Spanish 
half 
dollar between liis 


first two fingers and crush it with 
his thumb. 


But on the other hand General U. 


S. Grant was short in stature. Size 
seemed to make no difference. Both 
men were fighters. 
There is no 


doubt that 
Washington 
was the 


greatest strategist. 


When lined up with the Russian 


admiral. Admiral Togo of the Jap- 
anese navy was a runt. Yet Togo 
sent the Russian fleet to the bot- 
tom 
of tho sea. Napoleon 
was 


known as a Little Corporal. Ad- 
miral Nelson, and Admiral Paul 
Jones of the American navy were 
small men. too. Small men can 
fight just the same as big men. 


Jcllicoe was promoted by Win- 


ston Churchill 
above 
older ad- 


mirals. 
Churchill made himself 


very unpopular several years ago 
when he elevated Jellicoe, and pos- 
sibly the reference to the English- 
man a? a runt dates back to tho 
day when those older men thought 
Churchill mado a fool of himself. 


Was Churchill 
wise or foolish 


when he elevated Jellicoe? 
History 


must answer tho question. Tempo- 
rary victories do not win wars. 


Jellicoe was elevated to the com- 


mand of the fleets of England the 
day after England declared war on 
Germany. 
Jellicoe'? real title is 


"commander of the home fleets with 
rank of admiral" The day of .Tel- 
licoe's appointment the following 
bulletin was issued: 
TEXT 0V OKDKR 
EI,EVATJM; JKU.ICOE. 


"With the approval of Mis Majes- 


ty the King, Admiral Sir John Jel- 


licoe, K. C. B., K. C. V. 0.. has as- 
sumed supreme command o? the 
home fleets, with the acting rank

admiral, 
and 
Rear Admiral 


Charles E. Madden. C. V. 0., has 
been appointed to be Chief of the 
Staff. 
Botli appointments to dato 


from today." 


The King sent a personal mes- 


sage to Sir John .lellicoe: — 


"At this grave moment in our na- 


tional history I send to 5'ou. ana 
through you to the officers and men 
rf tho fleets of xvhi'h you have as- 
sumed command, 'he assxirance ot 
iny confidence that under your di- 
rection they w:ll revive and renew 
the old glories of UIP. royal navy 
and prove once again 
the 
sure 


shield of Britain and of ner empire 
in the hour of trial. 


"GEORGE, R. I." 


When Jellicoe was appointed to 


liis high position Churchill doubt- 
less was thinking of the day when 
Jellicoe invaded the coast of England 
at the royal maneuvers. Jeliicoc's 
invasion is worthy of considerable 
note because he was a member of 
the German Order of the Red Eagle, 
an honor conferred by the Kaiser. 
He struck at the most vulnerable 
spot on tho 
English 
coast 
and 


proved to the English that their 
coast could be invaded in time of 
war. 


No Englishman found him until 


he had landed. Had he been a real 
enemy he could have devastated 
the coast, but instead he was only 
showing to the 
admirality 
what 


could be 
done 
by a determined 


enemy. He struck in the northern 
coal fields and landed his men there. 
When the English decided 
they 


needed a man to defend their coasts 
they picked up Admiral Jcllicoc. 
He was the only one who knew 
how to invade the coast am] conse- 
quently he knew how to defend K 
best. 


Because tnr- Germans penetrated 


his defense there has been criti- 


cism, but Churchill believes no ono 
could have kept off tho Germans. 
Ho is strong in his assertion that 
Jellicoe is doing the best he can. 


That Jellicoo can fight and is not 


afraid to fight has been proven sev- 
eral times. Never before, however, 
was he confronted by such a fight- 
ing enemy as the 
Germans. Ha 


was present at the relief of Tient- 
sin and was wounded severely. It 
was thought for a time ho 
was 


mortally wounded. 
4DM1KAI, ENTERED 
SAW 1>- 1872. 


Born December a, 1S59, Sir John 


Jellicoo is the son of an officer or 
the merchant marine, the late Cap- 
tain J. II. .1. Jeliicoc. 
Educated at 


Rottliigdenn, young Jellicoe entered 
the royal navy as a cadet on July 
15. 1S72. passing out of the Britan- 
nia first of his "batch" by more 
than a hundred marks. In the ex- 
amination for sub-lieutenants, which 
rank he attained six years later, ho 
took three "firsts," in itself a. re- 
markable achievement. 


On August 23, 1SSO, he was pro- 


moted lieutenant, and two years 
afterward, as a lieutenant on board 
the Agincourt, he served 
in 
the 


Egyptian war and was awarded the 
Egyptian medal and the Khedive's 
bronze star. On his return to Eng- 
land in the 
following year ho 


studied at the Royal Naval College, 
Greenwich, whore he won the spe- 
cial £80 prize for gunnery lieuten- 
ants. 


In May. 1SSO, while serving on 


board the Monarch, he was awarded 
the Board of Trade silver medal 
for gallantry in saving life at sea, 
by commanding a gig which went 
to the rescue of a strandv.,1 ship 
near Gibraltar, the sea being so 
heavy that the boat was capsized, 
but he and the crew were washed 
ashore. 
He c-e-ved also as gun- 


nery lieutenant of the Colossus and 
on the staff of (he Excellent gun- 
nery establishment. 


Gazetted as commander in 1891, 


lie was for a time employed as as- 
sistant to the Director of 
Naval 


Ordnance, being subsequently aj;- 
pointed first lieutenant to the Sans 
Pareil and later to the ill fated 
Victoria. Admiral Sir George Sey- 
mour's flag ship on the Mediter- 
ranean station, which was stink oft 


Tripoli in collision with Uie Camp- 
ordown, when the Admiral, twenty- 
nine officers and Sop 
men 
were 


drowned. 
At the lime of the col- 


lision Commander Jellicoo was on 
the sick list in his cabin. When tlio 
ship capsized he, with the aid of a 
midshipman named West, contrived 
to keep himself afloat till picked 
up. 
Commander .Teliicoc's 
silver 


medal was lost, with other effects, 
in the Victoria, and l.ho Board of . 
Trade, so it was reported at the 
time, intimated that another modal 
could bo got on payment. 


After serving as commander on 


the Ramillies, flag ship in the Medi- 
terranean, he was promoted to the 
rank of captain, January 1, 1879, 
and joined the Ordnance Commit- 
tee. 
Temporarily Sir E. H. Sey- 


mour selected him as flag captain 
on the Centurion, on the China sta- 
tion. 


During tho expedition to succor 


the legation at Peking in 1900. in 
which he narrowly escaped death 
by a severe gunshot wound, Captain 
Jellicoe 
commanded 
the 
Naval 


Brigade, and acted as Chief Staff 
Officer, when he not only gained 
the C. B. hut was awarded by tho 
German Emperor the second class 
of the Order of the Red Eagle, with 
crossed swords. 


Returning from China at end ot 


1901 he was in November of that • 
year appointed to superintend the 
building by 
contract of ships of 


war. lie next served as Naval As- 
sistant to the Controller 
of the 


Navy, which post ho 
vacated in 


August. 1903, to take command of 
the Drake, and in February, 1905, 
he took up the post of Director ot 
Naval Ordnance and Torpedoes, in 
succession to Captain Barry. 


Much has been 
said about tho 


improvement of good shooting in 
the British navy, and in this con- 
nection considerable pra'se is due 
to Admiral Sir John Jeliicoc. With- 
out his help—so a writer in 
the 


United Service 
Journal once re- 


marked—the good work fostered by 
Admiral Sir Percy Scott would have 
been severely handicapped—in fact, 
impossible: for the then Director 
of Naval Ordnance proved himself 
a man of original thought and 
prompt action and ono of the most 
capable gunnery experts in the 
royal navy. 


During the time he wai in com- 


mand of the Drake he turned it into 
one of the best shooting ships in 
the navy, and while he was at the 
Admiralty as Director of Navai- 
Ordnance Captain Jelliroe did all 
that was possible to insure the guns 
mounted in ships in the first fight- 
ing line being fitted with the most 


up to date day and night sights, as 
well as'to install a fire control set 
ot instruments in 
each, ship for 


"spotting" and controlling at long 
rauge shooting. Tho fittings of the 
guns and or-dinary appliances gen- 
erally were also greatly improved 
during tho tenure of his appoint- 
ment. 


His selection for 
tho supremo 


command of the homo fleet was in 
itself something of a romance. Ho 
had no small share in shaping the 
instrument lie is now comii!and- 
ing, and his chief of staff, who was, 
of cours^o, 
chosen by 
himself, is 


another distinguished officer, .who 
happens to be his brother-in-law. 
Sir John Jellicoe and Rear Admiral 
Madden served. together at the Ad- 
miralty on more than one occasion, 
both indeed having been Sea Lords, 
and they both married daughters of 
Sir'Charles Cayzer, Bart. 


City ol Kefngc. 


How it came about that Genera 


was so long a city of refuge for lib- 
eralism, both religious and civil- 
sheltering for example the English 
makers of the famous Bible version 
that bears the city's name—is made 
plain in Hugh Y. Reyburn's account 
of the city in his new book on Cal- 
vin. He says: 


"The history of Geneva goes back 


as far as the days of Julius Caesar, 
when it was a town of tho Allo- 
broges. In the fourth century it be- 
came Christian and a bishop, was set 
over it. Built on both banks of tho 
Rhone at its exit from the lake, and 


" commanding the trade routes be- 
tween France, Switzerland, 
and 


Italy, it was an object of envy to its 
neighbors, and the King of France, 
the State of Berne, and the Duke of 
Savoy were each more anxious than 
tho other to take the city under 
their protection. 
It 
required no 


small skill in diplomacy to bafflo 
their designs to destroy Genevan in- 
dependence.'' 


In the beginning 
of 
the eight- 


eenth century, Mr. Reyburn says, 
Geneva was a city of scarcely 15.- 
000 inhabitants, but it hummed with 
life like a hive. 
"It lay on tho 


great road which bound the east of 
Europe with the west, and its po- 
sition gave it commercial advan- 
tages : / which it took full benefit. 
Four times a year great fairs were 
held for a fortnight each, and at 
these might be seen merchants and 
merchandise 
from far 
and near. 


Spaniards. 
Provencals. 
Normans, 


and men 
from Flanders rubbed 


shoulders and bargained with Geno- 
ese. Milanese, Ycaetians. and men 


- from Tuscany. The street's in front 


of the houses were lined with bcothi 
in which were piled up all manner 
of groceries, soft goods, silks, furs, 
ironmongery. After the bustle of tha 
gold-and silver jewelry, armotir and 
fairs had subsided there was alwayl 
a large import and export trade go- 
ing on, caravans 
and packhorsoi 


coming aud going, each of them 
contributing its own share to tha 
Jj 


wealth of the city. In the work- 
^ 


shops men were busy and the sound 
of the hammer, the saw, and tha 
loom was heard all day long. 


"Money was plentiful and was 


spent freely. The clothing of the 
principal citizens on state occasions 
was gorgeous, aud at banquets tho 
tables groaned with the. number of 
dishes set on' them. '' Sumptuary 
laws wove often passed to check 
extravagance, but with little suc- 
cess. With the exception of the bish- 
op no one habitually, kept up great 
state. People of good social posi- 
tion, like Bonriivard and Berthelier, 
*»' 


worked alongside their men at their 
daily toil, wont to the market and 
boughf the provision for the house- 
hold 
. . . 
pruned the trees 


in tho orchard, and watered tha 
flowers in tho garden." 


"At the fairs they interchanged 


more than merchandise with foreign, 
traders. They interchanged ideas. 
The men who came from the free 
cities of Germany and from the lit- 
tle republics of Italy, continually at 
war with their feudal lords, told tho 
story of their struggles and aspira- 
tions, their victories and defeats, and 
left it to act like a ferment in the 
minds of those they gossiped with in 
the taverns or bargained with in the 
market-place. On the other hand 
they were stirred and encouraged 
by the thought that this city, small 
in size, with no neighbors or allies 
it could rely on, was not only able 
to maintain 
its independence, but 


to achieve some measure of self- 
government. 
So they 
left Geneva 


with the impulses 
which it had 


stirred still throbbing in its breasts. 
Thus Geneva became a strategic 
point of great importance ftv,m the 
propagandist's point of view, and it 
was this consideration that finally 
overcame Calvin's reluctance, and 
brought him from Strasbourg to set- 
tit in it. Its influence was felt ev- 
erywhere. 
It was well called a 


grain of musk which bas perfumed 
Europe."
